About 150 
certificates, 
repre­

a preliminary 
issue 
of 
about half of the total amount al­ 
lotted. made necessary because of 
the early m aturity of cotton in the 
district, were sent out to produc­ 
ers in these three counties.

Each one bearing the nam e-of 
the producer and the amount of

Various attem pts were made to 
find the Mississippi river, but all 
failed.

$250.000.000 SET ASIDE 
FOR LOANS ON COTTON 


W ashington, August 23.—Jesse 
11. Jones, chairm an of the Recon­ 
struction 
Finance 
Corporation, 
announced yesterday that the cor- 
jioration had set aside $250,000.000 
for cotton loans. 
Jons said this am ount had been 
decided on as a support for loans 
to farm ers at 12 cents a pound on 
the cotton they hold. 
Plans are being worked out so 
that banks throughout the coun­ 
try can lend on the RFC’s credit, 
with “take-out on our part if ne­ 
cessary”, he asserted. 
Jones 
expressed 
doubt 
that 
"m ore than $150,000,000 would be 
used”. 
“The allocation of a q u arter-bil­ 
lion dollars would take care 
of 
over 4,000,000 bales, and we know 
this is extrem e", he said. 
A broader use of Federal loans 
to assure farm ers that eventual­ 
ly they will get as much for their 
crops as they did in the 1909-1914 


average was predicted by 
Farm 
A dm inistration officials 
By obtaining Governm ent loans, 
they asserted, farm ers could keep 
crops off the m arket until prices 
were high enough. 
The parity price— 1909-1914 av­ 
erage— of cotton is 15 cents and 
the m arket 
now 
is 
around 13. 
Corn parity is 74 cents 
a bushel 
with the m arket now about 80. 
Both the cotton and com loan 
rates now are below parity, 
but 
it was intim ated 
they 
would be 
equalized gradually as m arket con­ 
ditions justified. 
In order to support loan rates, 
the adm inistration expects to con­ 
tinue strict control over 
produc­ 
tion in order to prevent the accu­ 
m ulation of surpluses that would 
autom atically beat down prices. 
Conditions for the 
new cotton 
loans have not been decided upon, 
but Jones 
emphasized 
a 
desire 
that they be m ade through local 
banks. 
The top interest rate is 4 
per cent.

An average beef yields 150 cans 
of roast cuts,
